Probably no city in the country can show 
such a remarkable numerical advance in its 
labor organizations as this. 

This rémarkable development illustrates | 
in an emphatic way the tendency of da- 
borers, mechanics, clerks and other men of 
working hours toward organization. 

Of the 66,000 members in St. Louis classed 
under the head of the labor movement 
there are 63,000 identified directly with the 
Central Trades and Labor Union and 12,040 
in the Building Trades Councfl. The former 
body has 9 subordinate unions and the lat- 
ter has 55 affiliated unions. 

The Building Trades Council membership 
is confined exclusively to men who work 
about the construction of buildings, and the 
former to all of the other varied branches 
of labor. The labor people point with a good 
deal of pride to the fact that a fair in- 
crease in wages has been obtained during 
this year by the carpenters, painters, struc- 
tural fron workers, coopers, in addition to a 
favorable gain in the progress of the eight- 
hour movement, in which St. Louis work- 
'men lead the country as well as in their 
thoroughness of organization.

The President, however, is responsible. The Cabinet is not 
known to the Constitution, and if he is so disposed, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley can dispense with their advice and manage public af- 
faire directly. The head of a department must answer for 
his conduct as such, but he is not responsible for his advice 
to the President. 

The importance of the: Cabinet depends to a considerable 
degree upon the character of the President. If the chief 
magistrate is a man of force, self-willed and intelligent, his 
advisers are citen little more than executive clerks, 

This was the case in Jackson's time, save when Edward 
Livingston was Secretary of State. Lincoln overshadowed 


all his Cabinet officers, save Stanton.
